Dr. Thomas H. Reed’s report on 
city and county governments en- 
countered opposition from city 
council yesterday as members 
sidestepped ‘mmediate action and 
sent the report to the ordinance 
and legislative committee. — 

Council late in the session ap- 
proved the Krem|] long-range pro~ 
gram of traffic control introduced 
by Alderman G. Dan Bridges, 
chairman of the police committee. 
The resolution is designed to put 
into effect a 9-point traffic pro- 
gram. 

A resolution introduced by 
Councilman John A. White calling 
for the appointment of a special 
three-man committee to study the 
Reed report and make recommen- 
dations received a cool reception. 


Couch, Reynolds Oppose. 


Councilman J. Allen Couch and 
Alderman Frank Reynolds led the 
attack on certain phases of the 
survey, while Councilman White 
made a vigorous appeal for action. 

“There have been a number of 
statements made about this report, 
but I think a large portion of them 
were made out of time,” Couch de- 
clared. “I believe the survey con- 
tains some good suggestions, but 
I am opposed to cutting down the 
representatives in council, and I 
regard as particularly dangerous 
the recommendation for reducing 
the board of tax assessors to one 
man,” 

Couch said he plans “to go 
along” with those recommenda- 
tions which “are sound,” but 
added that “there are some things 
in it I’ll never go along with.” He 
sald he plans “to read every word 
of the report so I’ll know just what 
the recommendations are.” 

“$1,200,000 Expense.” 

Alderman Reynolds opposed the 
report on the grounds that it will 
necessitate the expenditure of ap- 
proximately $1,200,000. 

“T thought there was going to 
be no spending of money, but on 
the contrary, I find that we will 
have to spend $1,200,000 to put 
these recommendations into ef- 
fect,” Reynolds asserted. 

Councilman White said “if coun- 
cil doesn’t take some action the 
people will take action at the 
polls.”

HARVEY FIRESTONE 
DIES IN FLORIDA 


69-Y ear-Old Rubber Mag- 
nate Succumbs in Sleep 
at Miami Beach Home. 


(P)—Harvey S. Firestone, a farm 
boy who built one of the largest 


rubber businesses in the world, 
died of a blood clot near his heart 
as he slept early today. 

The 69-year-old industrialist 
met a peaceful end in the great 
mansion of Harbel Villa, an ocean- 
front estate which he acquired in 
1924 and where he regularly spent 
the winter. 

Of his large family only a son, 
Russell A, Firestone, was on hand 
at the time. Two other sons, Ray- 
mond and Roger, left Akron to- 
day for Miami Beach while Leon- 
ard and Harvey Jr. remained in 
Akron to arrange the funeral. Mrs. 
Firestone was in the north and a 
daughter, Elizabeth, at Smith Col- 
lege, where she is a senior. 

The funeral will be held in 
Akron. The only word given out 
on behalf of the family was a brief 
announcement by Russell Fire- 
stone: 

“Harvey S. Firestone passed 
away in his sleep early this morn- 
ing at his home here. The funeral 
will be held in Akron later this 
week.” 

Ornamental iron gates. that 
guard the estate were closed and 
all callers—even the iceman and 
milkman—were turned away. 

Mr. Firestone’s death was un- 
expected. He attended services at 
the Miami Beach Community 
(Congregational) church Sunday, 
as was his custom, and went for 
an automobile ride in the after- 
noon with a niece, Mrs. M. E. Ake.

Harris Doubts Members 
Will Be Able To Reach 
Vote Until Tomorrow. 


An administration - supported 
luxury sales tax was reported fa- 
vorably by the house ways and 
| means committee yesterday. 
‘Speaker Roy V. Harris announc- 


ed that it would be called up for 
action in the house this morning. 

The tax bill is a substitute for 
another measure introduced early 
in the session by Representative 
Fitts, of Madison county. It levies 
a tax of 10 per cent on soft drinks, 
a graduated tax on theater admis- 
sions and other amusements and 
sporting equipment. 

The ways and means committee 
vote was 27 to 24. A sharp fight 
on the floor of the house is pre- 
dicted today. 

Doubts Vote Today. 

Speaker Harris said he does not 
believe it will be possible to reach 
a vote on the measure during the 
day. 

“The bill as presented by the 
Ways and means committee is in 
skeleton form’ and the whole 
house will have to sit as a commit- 
tee to perfect it,” Harris said. “I 
know that numerous amendments 
will be offered and time will be 
consumed in debate.” 

The ways and means committee 
rejected a proposal by Represent- 
ative Cogdell, of Glynn county, 
that a public hearing be held be- 
fore the committee acted on the 
bill. Representative Lanier, of 
Richmond county, opposed the 
hearing, saying he knew of no op- 
position to the bill and that only 
opponents would appear at such a 
hearing. 

Division of Revenues. 

Lanier explained the bill to the 
committee briefly but made no 
estimate of the yield to be obtain- 
ed. It provides that all revenues 
obtained from the tax shall be di- 
vided equally between the state 
and the counties, In answer to a 
question from Representative 
Jones, of Bartow county, Lanier 
said “it makes no difference to 
me if 90 per cent of the yield is 
given the counties and the state 
is given only 10 per cent.” 

Some estimates place the yield 
from the tax as high as $4,000,000. 
Lanier estimated that the. yield 
from soft drinks alone would be 
more than $2,000,000 a year. 

Signers of the bill are Fitts, of 
Madison; Hollis, of Morgan; Le- 
wallen, of Banks; Moore, of Talia- 
ferro and Harrell, of Irwin. 

The paragraph levying the soft 
drink tax provides for a 10 per 
cent levy on all such drinks, in- 
cluding fruit juices and fountain 
drinks. ,

RECTORS SLAYING 
AT MASS INQUES! 


Investigator Threatens to 
Call ‘Every Man and 
Woman on St. Simons’ 
To Uncover All Facts. 


SNIPER’S ACT LAID 
TO CRIME GRUDGE 


Cleric’s Outspoken Con- 
demnation of Vice Hint- 
ed as Murder Motive. 


ST. SIMONS ISLAND, Feb. 7. 
(P)—Coroner J. D. Baldwin, of 
Glynn county, announced tonight 
he would investigate thoroughly 
a theory that the Rev. Dr. Charles 
Lee’s outspoken views against vice 
might provide the motive for the 
slaying of the clergyman at his 
home here Saturday night. 

A bullet fired through a window 
killed ‘the 7l-year-old rector of 
historic Christ Episcopal church 
as he sat in his study working on 
a sermon. 

Investigating officers mean- 
while pressed an intensive search 
for the death weapon, and also 
for an automobile which they be- 
lieve may have carried the slayer 
to and from the scene of the 
slaying. 

Auto Drove Away. 

The rector’s widow told officers 
she saw “an automobile going to- 
ward the pier” shortly after she 
heard the sound of an explosion. 

Baldwin conducted a prelimi- 
nary investigation Sunday and 
announced there would be a fur- 
ther hearing Wednesday, to which 
“many, many persons” would be 
subpoenaed. The funeral services 
will be held tomorrow. 

The inquest Wednesday, to be 
held in Glynn county’s waterfront 
casino, was called specifically, 
Baldwin said, “to find out about 
all the evil-doing” on the island. 

“If we have to call every man 
and woman on St. Simons to get 
at the bottom of this, we are go- 
ing to do it,” he added. 

Crime-Grudge Theory. 

Baldwin was the first official to 
give credence to a theory that the 
rector may have been killed be- 
cause of his candid comments an 
wrong-doing. 

“That is why I’m going to call 
so many people Wednesday,” Bald- 
win said. 

The cornore said he believed the 
rector had been campaigning vig- 
orously but quietly against the 
“evil doers.” 

The coroner and other friends 
of the clergyman said he was 
frank to the point of gruffness in 
face-to-face criticism oof any 
wrong-doing by persons of his ac- 
quaintance, and expressed himself 
in personal conversations on such 
topics, rather than from his pulpit. 

While Baldwin discussed the 
clergyman’s anti-vice views as a 
possible motive, Chairman R. A. 
Gould, of the Glynn county com- 
mission, took another view. 

“T don’t think there is much to 
the ‘vice motive’ theory,” Gould 
said. His comment came _ before 
Baldwin’s announcement.

LEATY SAYS NAVY 
HAS NO ALLIANCES 


Tells House Committee 
Co-operationAbroad Has 
Not BeenAsked, Offered 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—(2)— 
The house naval committee heard 
Admiral William D. Leahy state 


today that the navy had “no 
foreign commitments” and nefther 
had sought nor offered co-opera- 
tion with other powers. 

“The navy expects to solve 
naval defense problems that may 
confront the United States in the 
navy’s traditional way, without 
alliances,” the chief of naval 
operations said. 

“It expects to stand on its own 
feet in providing protection to the 
United States, and it expects to 
succeed.” 

Further Information Asked. 

He scarcely had concluded, how- 
ever, before Senator Johnson, Re- 
publican, California, introduced at 
the other end of the capitol a reso- 
lution asking the secretary of state 
to tell the senate whether: 

Any understanding with Great 
Britain exists or has been con- 
sidered: 

Any agreements have been made 
to use the navy in conjunction 
with any other nation: 

An understanding has been 
reached that the navy should po- 
lice any particular waters. 

The measure was allowed to “lie 
on the table” instead of being re- 
ferred to the foreign relations 
committee. 

Appearing for the sixth straight 
day of hearings on a bill to add 47 
fighting ships and 22 auxiliary 
vessels to the fleet, Leahy told the 
house naval committee he wished 
to remove any misunderstandings 
resulting from his previous testi- 
mo 


ny. 

No Naval Aid Discussion. 

Some committeemen thought he 
had hinted, at least, on Friday 
that a navy official had discussed 
naval co-operation with represen- 
tatives of Great Britain. 

Seated before the semi-circular 
committee table under the bright 
lights of cameramen, Leahy said 
there had not been any discus- 
sions of mutual naval assistance. 

Getting around to specific pro- 
visions of the measure to authorize 
an $800,000,000 naval expansion 
program, the admiral said 42 in- 
stead of 22 auxiliaries were neces- 
sary for the projected fleet.

Warships Cruise Around 
Spanish Isle Majora 
Alert for Submarines.

LONDON, Feb. 7.—Foreign Sec- 
retary Anthony Eden intimated 
strongly in the house. of commons 
today that the British navy is 
prepared to seize Spanish Insur- 
gent ships or blockade the Balearic 
islands unless “pirate” attacks on 
neutral shipping cease immedi- 
ately. 

Naval sources revealed that a 
virtual naval blockade of the In- 
surgent-held island of Majorca 
already has been put into effect 
with British and French warships 
—part of a fleet of 70—cruising 
just outside Spanish territorial 


waters alert for the departure of 
any “pirate” submarines. 
Sink on Sight! 

The foreign secretary, disclosing 
that wartime conditions prevail 
off the coasts of war-torn Spain, 
announced that a formidable fleet 
of British warships engaged in the 
new “antipiracy” patrol are under 
orders to sink on sight any sub- 
merged submarine along the 
crowded trade routes. 

The orders to the British fleet 
apply ‘only to the zone assigned to 
Great Britain in the patrol, but 
the French and Italian navies 
have subscribed to the “shoot-to- 
sink” policy. 

Insurgent Generalissimo Fran- 
co has been formally warned, 
Eden said, that Britain will “not 
tolerate” any submerged subma- 
rine in the British zone. A similar 
note was sent to the Spanish Loy- 
alist government. 

Commons Cheers. 

The members of commons 
cheered loudly when Eden, after 
announcing the shoot-to-sink or- 
ders, said: 

“Should we be mistaken in our 
calculations that these measures 
will end piracy completely, his 
majesty’s government will not ex- 
clude further action.” 


East Point Personal Property Tax 
Eliminated, in Effect, by Resolution 


A resolution which would in ef-*made a study of tax conditions in 


fect eliminate collection of per- 
sonal property taxes from East 
Point citizens and a new ordinance 
lowering commercial and indus- 
trial power rates were adopted last 
night by East Point city council. 

The resolution, in line with 
Mayor J. H, Parham’s policy to 
“give East Point taxpayers a 
break,” requests East Point tax 
assessors, in making up their 1938 
tax books, to assess all taxpayers’ 
household and kitchen furniture 
at less than $300 in value, 

Under constitutional tax amend- 
ments adopted in the June 8 ref- 
erendum last year, personal prop- 
erty exemptions were set at $300, 
and taxpayers, making application 
for exemptions, would be forced to 
declare their property. 

The East Point resolution is de- 
signed to get around the constitu- 
tional amendment by requesting 
the tax assessors not to assess 
values over $300. It was passed

East Point. 

The committee, headed by E. G.

BERLIN, Feb. 7.—(4)—Chan- 
cellor Adolf Hitler and his newly 
elevated foreign minister, Joachim 
von Ribbentrop, are believed to 
be considering a clean sweep of 
the German diplomatic service to 
put Nazis of unquestioned loyalty 
in all pivotal posts. 

This impression was gained 
from reliable foreign office cir- 
cles as von Ribbentrop was clos- 
eted today with Der Fuehrer at 
his mountain home at Berchites- 
gaden in Bavaria. . 

Even Unrich von Hassell, re- 
called ambassador to Rome, is re- 
garded as “too reactionary,” these 
‘sources said, and consequently 
| would not be sent to London as 
'von Ribbentrop’s successor. It had 
been assumed universally he 
would get that post. 

Army Purge Seen. 


According to the best informa- 
tion available a further purge of 
the army as well as a diplomatic 
cleanup will take place. The army 
changes will not take the form of 
arrests but discharges like those 
of the 13 generals who were dis- 
missed in Hitler’s startling as- 
sumption of direct control Friday 
of the armed forces and the for- 
eign office.

Hitler To Extend Diplomatic, Army Purge 


Niemoeller Fights in Vain To 
Have His Trial Opened 
to Public. 


BERLIN, Feb. 7—-(4)—The Rev. 
Martin Niemoeller made a des- 


perate but unsuccessful effort to- 
day to have his trial on charges 
of treasonable opposition to Nazi 
church policy thrown open to the 
public. 

The militant foe of Nazi plans 
to control religion clashed sharp- | 
ly with.the state’s attorney as his 
trial bégan. 

The exchange came during the 
bitter, 45-minute protest by the 
black-clad, 46-year-old Lutheran | 
minister against the decision of | 
the three Nazi-badged judges to | 
conduct the proceedings behind | 
closed doors. | 

“Why am I here under the ac- 
cusation of a traitor?’ demanded 
the minister, who commanded a 
submarine in the World War. 
“I’ve done nothing to justify such | 
a charge.” | 

“You’ll find out later,” retorted 
the state attorney. 

Once the court—from which 
there is no appealereached its 
decision after two hours’ delibera- 
tion, the trial got under way. 

The minister, arrested seven 
months ago and held in jail since, 
is charged formally with malig- 
nant villification of the Nazi state, 
its leaders and institutions, with 
violation of the decree prescrib- 
ing purposes for which the pulpit | 
may be used, and with inciting | 
disobedience against decrees and 
laws of the state. 

The charges against Niemoeller 
rank as acts “equivalent to trea- 
son,” but it is a matter for the 
court to decide what penalty is ap- 
plicable. 

While a treason charge may in 
extreme cases carry the death 
penalty, especially as regards the 
betrayal of military secrets, in- 
formed circles consider it out of 
the question that the extreme pen- 
alty would be demanded or ap- 
plied to the .ninister.

Two Distinct Threats. 

Himmler warned the officers of 
the German Reichswehr that, in 
another war, they must figure on 
two distinct war threats—one 
against the foreign enemy, and 
another against the opponents of 
the Nazi regime in Germany 
proper. He designated the domes- 
tic war theater by the phrase 
“Kriegsschauplatz Innerdeutchs- 
land,” the “war theater in the in- 
terior of Germany.” He told the 
officers that his own “security 
troops” would take care of the 
domestic war phase and described 
at length the composition, training 
and armaments of the troops de- 
signed to suppress civil war at 
home, which he commanded. 

In informed circles in New York 
it is reliably asserted that it was 
the approaching specter of civil 
war, and not the comparatively 
trivial incident of Field Marshal 
von Blomberg’s marriage to a 
“commoner” that brought about 
the latest German army purge. 
In the event of civil war in Ger- 
many, Chancello? Hitler is deter- 
mined to keep the army on the 
side of the National Socialist re- 
gime. Hence his assumption of the 
office of war minister. By this he 
hopes to be able to keep in closer 
touch with the army. 

Army Chiefs Warned. 

Herr Himmler warned the army 
chiefs that his department, the 
army, and the National Socialist 
regime generally, would have no 
easy task in a struggle with the 
opposition forcés at home. 

“We must be perfectly clear 
about that,” Himmler said. “If 
we are to be successful in our 
foreign war operations, we must 
break up and destroy this domes- 
tic opposition to war. It is not an 
opposition in a military sense only. 
It is an ideological opposition. It 
is an opposition to Nazi Weltan- 
schauung.” Ar 

He was keeping 8,000 political 
leaders and spokesmen of the for- 
mer opposition parties in concen- 
tration camps, Herr Himmler stat- 
ed. This number, instead of being 
diminished, would be increased in 
the near future, he said. 

“tT have the backing of the 
Fuehrer for further arrests,” Herr 
Himmler continued, “and I will 
arrest as many of the leaders of 
the opposition parties as can be 
reached. I will tell you why. 
Herr Himmler listed the princi- 
pal issues about which the civil 
war spirit in Germany rallied, as 
follows: 

1. The religious issue. Even 
Russian Communists, he said, have 
taken up this issue and are using 
it as lever of revolution in Ger- 
many. 
2. The question of German unli- 
ty. Herr Himmler charged that 
there was a group of professors 
in Germany who declared that the 
Austrians were not Germans. They 
were not part of the German race 
and were entitled to live as a na- 
tion apart, the same as the Ger- 
man-speaking Swiss. He was fer- 
reting out these professors, he 
said. 

3. The resurgence of democracy 
was another of the issues, he de- 
clared, which threatened the Na- 
tional Socialist regime. 

4. Finally, there was the ques- 
tion of sabotage. 

“Death Head Hussars.” 
Herr Himmler said he had set 
aside 25,000 troops, known as the 
“Death Head Hussars,” to ferret 
out the civil war at home. These 


treops, which were formerly used 
as guards in concentration camps, 


are divided into small formations | 
of about a hundred each, and are | 
scattered throughout Germany.) 
One of the rules is that these | 
troops must not serve in their) 
home territory, in order not to be 
moved by family ties in their du- 
ties of repression, and must not | 
serve more than three weeks at) 
any one place.

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THE REED SURVEY 

Dr. Thomas H. Reed, outstanding expert on 
local governmental systems, has made his re- 
port and recomméndations on the Atlanta and 
Fulton county governments. The report, in 
85,000 words, summarizes the results of a six- 
month survey conducted under the direction of 
Dr. Reed and covers every department and 
function of both city and county administra- 
tions. 

The document contains numerous recom- 
mendations and suggestions for sweeping 
changes in the local governmental set-up and 
should receive earnest study, not only by the 
community’s leaders but by every citizen. 


The extent to which Atlanta and Fulton | 


county take advantage of the work done by Dr. 
Reed and his associates will depend largely 
upon the degree of interest displayed by the 
public. 

Unquestionably there are many ways that 
the local government can be improved, both as 
to efficiency and economy, by modernization. 
In many phases, these set-ups have not been 
changed for a century. There have been some 
changes but the basic governmental structure 
has remained little altered. 

Other cities have progressed governmentally 
in line with progress in other human interests 
and if Atlanta and the county are to remain in 
the forefront of civic communities, it is neces- 
sary that they keep step with the municipal 
procession. 

Dr. Reed and his associates have spent sev- 
eral months in making a careful, analytical 
study of the governmental needs of Atlanta and 
Fulton county. The report covers the situation 
in the most minute detail. 

The recommendations are those of a man 
who has won a nation-wide reputation as a 
doctor to sick and alling governments, and to 
other governments which, while fairly efficient, 
were open to improvement. In every city in 
which his recommendations have been given a 
fair try-out there has been an immediate and 
lasting improvement in public service. 

Too many times in the past the recom- 
mendations for capable governmental reforms 
have been made by grand juries, business as- 
sociations, and other competent and capable 
groups only to be pigeonholed with not only no 
action taken on them but practically no atten- 
tion of any kind paid to them. 

This must not happen in the case of the 
Reed report. Whether or not its recommenda- 
tions, in part or in whole, are adopted, cer- 
tainly, careful and detailed study should be 


given to every suggestion made in the report, 


which was secured at large expense through 
combined appropriations by the city and county 
governments and the Chamber of Commerce. 

Atlanta has long since outgrown its swad- 
dling clothes as a city. If, as Dr. Reed holds, 
our governmental set-ups are in many respects 
still of a swaddling clothes nature, this should 
be established definitely and. once for all for 
the benefit of every man, woman and child 
living in the city. 

The opportunity is now possible for At- 
Janta to establish whether its governmental 
methods are modern and properly fitted to the 
community's needs. All that is necessary is 
that the report of Dr. Reed, whose ability as a 
governmental expert is unquestioned, be 
studied, clause by clause, and his findings view- 
ed in the light of the intimate knowledge of 
local conditions held by the public leaders and 
the people of the city and county.

ATLANTA TO SAVANNAH BY AIR 

Despite the advances made of recent years 
in air mail service in the southeast, there is 
‘not yet, strangely enough, any direct air mail 
between Georgia’s two largest cities, Atlanta 
and Savanah. Air mail between these two 
points must be routed either through Charles- 
ton or Jacksonville, an apparently absurd and 
unjustifiable “longest way ’round.” 

Both cities possess splendid airport facili- 
ties. Candler Field, at Atlanta, is recognized 
as the aviation hub of the southeast and from 
it radiate air mail routes to the north, mid- 
west, west and sovthwest. There is, also, the 
direct route copii into Florida. 

The field“at Savannah is one of the finest 
of any in Georgia or Florida, according to 
Phillips Moore, district adviser of airports for 
the United States Bureau of Air Commerce. 

The federal government has developed land- 
ing fields at Milledgeville, Swainsboro and 
Statesboro, all on a direct line between this city 
and Savannah. Thus there is ample provision 
for emergency fields en route and, even, for 
flag stops for the air mail. 

‘Traffic between the two cities by rail and 

by highway is always heavy and they are close- 
ly linked in business interest. 
* Savannah, chief seaport of the South At- 
lantic, is on the regular air schedule from New 
York to Miami, via Charleston, but, without the 
link to Atlanta, is now deprived of direct air 
service towards the west, southwést or north- 
west, all of which would be provided if the 
Atlanta-Savannah route were put in service. 

There is no air mail link in this section 
which would serve business more widely or im- 
portantly and, by every argument of logic, the 
service should be inaugurated at the earliest 
possible moment. 

Savannah is launching an active campaign, 
under the fine leadership of Mayor Robert M. 
Hitch, to secure the service. Atlanta will per- 
form an important service both for her own 
mterests and those of the southeastern portion 
of the state by joining Kands with the Sa- 
vannah group in an aggressive movement for 
the establishment. of an air mail route to the 
sister Georgia city on the coast. 


BOY SCOUT WEEK 
Beginning today and extending through Sat- 
urday, the nation will observe Boy Scout Week. 
This is the 28th anniversary of the founding 


of this movement in America. The 28th birth- - 


day of an organization of boyhood that has, 
probably, contributed as much or more than 
any other to the manhood of its members in 
later life. 

Boy Scouts are usually associated in the 
public mind with small hiking parties of lads 
attired in strange costume. In groups of boys 
who center their out-of-school activities in 
mysterious goings on within “Scout Huts” and 
who come before the public eye as aids to traf- 
fic police during Christmas holidays and at 
other nveriods of crowded street conditions. 
There is a widely accepted belief that every 
Boy Scout in the nation spends much time 
watching for elderly ladies who desire help in 
crossing the street, in order that they may 
mark up a daily “good turn.” 

Boy Scouting, however, means much more 
than is to be seen by this service demonstra- 
tions. It means, if you would read between 
the lines, the building of good citizenship for 
the nation. In the Scout Oath and Law itself 
is found the basic precepts for worthy man- 
hood. Scouts learn to keep, at all times, a 
cheerful spirit, to be prepared to accept re- 
sponsibility, to be helpful to others and to ac- 
quire a self-confidence based upon trustworth- 
iness, loyalty, courtesy and cleanliness—all tools 
of manly integrity. 

Scouting may appear to be strictly a boy’s 
game, but its results are seen in men fitted to 
bear a@ man’s part in the affairs of the com- 
munity ,of the nation and of the world. 


TRAGEDY UNDER THE OAKS 

There is something particularly shocking in 
the death at the hands of a skulking murderer 
of the rector of Christ church, on Sea Island, 
off the Georgia coast at Brunswick. 

The setting for the tragedy is so unsuited 
for violent crime. It violates every conception 
of the fitness of things for death to stalk a 
victim under the shadows of the age-old oaks, 
moss draped, that stand in silent majesty, 
dreaming of the days when Charles Wesley 
preached beneath their spreading boughs and 
founded Christ church.

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THE CAPITAL PARADE

RICHBERG SEEN VICTOR WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—During 


the past two weeks, a minor revo- 
lution has taken place within the mazy labyrinths of White House 
palace politics. To put it bluntly, the trust-busting program of Mr. 
Robert H. Jackson and his powerful left-wing allies has been 
knocked galley-west by the hot gospeler of production planning, 
Mr. Donald Richberg. ‘ 

This is, of course, only an interim report‘on an invisible battle. 
At the moment, Mr. Richberg has the brilliant assistant attorney 
general and his cronies in the White House inner circle ——_ on 
the ropes. But they may stage a comeback tomorrow. Political 
necessities and the President’s intentions are too unpredictable; it 
is entirely possible that the temporarily triumphant Mr. Richberg 
will be sent down for 'the count in the next round. 


SPOILS OF CONQUEST Evanescent though they may be, the 
following results of Mr. Richberg’s 


triumph are worth recording: 

1. Even if it contains some recommendations for immediate anti- 
monopoly action, the proposed special presidential message on busi- 
ness practices will be no such trumpet call to a trust-busting cru- 
sade as was first planned. 

2. A request for a congressional investigation of business habits, 
monopolistic and othérwise, is likely to be the most important fea- 
ture of the message. The message is expected to be rather vague. 

3. Instead of early this month, the message may not be ready 
until late March or early April. 


THE COUP D’ETAT Although the President’s trust-busting 
plans or lack of them pale in importance 


in these days of international danger, the palace coup d’etat éngi- 
neered by Mr. Richberg has considerable significance. Since the 
time of his court bill’s presentation last year, the President has 
leaned more and more heavily on Mr. Jackson and his left-wing 
friends. By this fall, theirs were the prédominant voices in the 
White House councils. And now, if Mr. Richberg makes his coup 
d’etat stick, they have suffered their first major reverse. 


Just now Washington is suffering from a whispering campaign, 
to the effect that Mr. Jackson and the left-wingers have been exiled 
from the presidential presence and lodged in the dog-house. This 
is nonsense, They are as much consulted as ever, and, when there 
is a specific job to be done, they are asked to do it. 

They have suffered their first big reverse for two very simple 
reasons. The first reason is the depression. The left-wingers are 
brilliant. They are also daring. They wish to act promptly and 
spectacularly. For a couple of weeks, they persuaded the President 
to want to act also. But the depression has upset the President. 
He is disturbed, uncertain, unsure of the correct approach. His 
state of mind naturally inclines him to temporary inertia. And the 
second reason is the cleverness of Mr. Richberg. 


RICHELIEU RICHBERG At the beginning of January, when 
Mr. Richberg began slipping in the 


back door of the White House, he found the President sold on a 
trust-busting crusade as an answer to those who cried out, “Aha, a 
Roosevelt depression!” Very shrewdly, Mr. Richberg avoided any 
frontal attack, Instead of denouncing trust-busting, he presented 
his persuasive arguments for planned production. His best ally was 
the President’s own nostalgia for the NRA. With the greatest diffi- 
culty, Mr. Jackson and his friends warded off a magnified NRA 
revival. This was a point lost for Mr. Richberg. His answer was 
the suggestion for a congressiona] investigation of all business 
practices. 

Thus, with something of the astuteness of a minor league 
Richelieu, Mr. Richberg cut the ground from under his enemies in 
the palace. If there was to be a general investigation, recomménda- 
tions for immediate action became hard to defend. The left- 
wingers’ proposals to gut the patent laws, to strengthen the Federal 
Trade Commission and so forth went by the board. And now the 
left-wingers are fighting hard for some lesser “streamlinings” of 


the anti-trust laws themselves.

‘mocracy,” “Americanism,” 


Candler, Evangeline Booth and 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt— 
all living persons. If I had entered 
the wider field of orators who 
have died, I certainly would have 
included Benjamin Harvey Hill, 
Henry W. Grady, John B. Gor- 
don, Booker T. Washington, 
Woodrow Wilson, Theodore Roose- 
velt, John C. Calhoun, Daniel 
Webster, Phillips Brooks, George 
Whitfield, John Wesley, Jonathan 
Edwards, Abraham Lincoln, Rob- 
ert E. Lee, Dwight L. Moody et al. 

Benjamin Harvey Hill has been 
mentioned more than any Geor- 
gian in the letters received, with 
Henry W. Grady second. Théodore 
Roosevelt has been mentioned 
more than any President of the 
United States. Daniel Webster 
leads the list of American ora- 
tors who have served in the Unit- 
ed States senate. Dr. George W. 
Truett leads the list of preachers. 
Sir William Osler leads the list of 
doctors. David Lloyd George leads 
the list of modern British orators 
and William E. Gladstone the list 
of former British orators. Charles 
H. Spurgeon leads the list of Brit- 
ish preachers, with John Wesley 
running a close second. 

I was interested to see that a 
number of people named Miss 
Martha Berry as a great orator, 
two of them adding, “an elo- 
quence of gentleness and sinceri- 
ty.” One man says, “Sarnuel Gomp- 
ers was the greatest orator I ever 
heard, ahd 1 do not belong to or- 
ganized labor.” Another corre- 
spondent writes, “You mentioned 
Evangeline Booth. I have never 
heard Miss Booth, but I did hear 
her father, and I would name him 
as one of my seven greatest ora- 
tors.” Still another letter, written 
by a woman, says, “The Rev. Sam 
Jones was the greatest orator I 
ever heard.” I am glad to have a 
letter from a prominent judge say- 
ing, “The Rev. Prince Bryant, for 
many years pastor of Wheat Street 
Baptist church in Atlanta, was 
the greatest orator I ever heard.”

Asa 
layman it seems.to us that the 
flaw in Justice Hugo Black’s idea 
that corporations should not be 
considered “persons” and given 
the protection of the fourteenth 
amendment is not in his reasoning 
but in his animus. Everybody 


knows the amendment was not 
passed with corporations in mind 
and that, in spite of the fiction of | 
personality, a corporation differs 
from a person in many vital re- 
spects, having been created in fact 
for the purpose of saving “per-| 
sons” from complete responsibil- 
ity for their acts. 


What we find amiss in Justice 
Black’s contention is that it is so 
obviously born of his dislike of 
corporations and his sense of b-- 
ing at war with them. While he 
was a legislator, such a point of 
view was tenable, whether right 
or wrong. But as a member of 


the highest judicial tribunal, it is 
not tenable. No justice of the su- 


preme court of the United States | 


has a right to hate corporations 
and put that hate into his legal de- 
cisions. No more than such a jus- 


his decisions. |

Labels are dangerous things, 
and semantics is a science we al 
require. But it is a sciencé, too,

it seeks to avoid if it lays down 2 
law against labels merely because 
labels are misused. In this in- 
creasingly complicated and crowd- 
ed world, words that sum up, that 
put things tidily and handily into 
groups, that find 
between ideas and name it, are not 
only useful but indispensable. 
Without labels, without words that 
cover a great many things or proc- 
esses or ideas at once, we couldn’t 
think at all, or perhaps even act. 

The point of “semantics,” as we 
understand it, is not against word 


labels but in favor of a more 


careful and limited use of them. 
It is a point against having emo- 
tions about “corporations” with no 
clear distinction between, say a 
corporation which is one of the 
most powerful monopolies and a 
junk company, which has neither 
monopoly nor special power.

$650,000 WILL G0 
T0 TEACHERS TODAY 


State, Using All Funds, Only 
Able To Meet Half of 
Pay Roll. 


Checks totaling approximately 
$650,000 will be sent out today to 

ay 21,000 school teachers, Dr. M. 
D. Collins, state superintendent of 
schools, said last night. 

The money, one-half of the 
monthly pay roll of $1,300,000 or- 
dinarily mailed January 20 to pay 
teachers, represents all funds in 
the state treasury at the present 
time, Dr. Collins said. 

He said the state had been un- 
able to pay January salaries be- 
cause collections from which rev- 
enue for teachers’ salaries is de- 
rived have been slow. 

Dr. Collins said at the present 
time there are no funds in the 
treasury to meet salaries for Feb- 
ruary, due February 20, and for 
the last half of January, but add- 
ed expected increase of collections 
in March probably would make up 
for January and February pay- 
ments. 

“Collections are always slow in 
January and February, but usu- 
ally exceed the monthly pay roll 
in March,” he explained. 

In a majority of counties, teach- 
ers have not gone without salaries, 
it was said. Under the seven- 
month school program, counties 
which were to pay teachers’ sal- 
aries in May have used the May 
funds to make up January salaries, 
Dr. Collins said. 

“Only in a few rural counties 
have teachers gone entirely un- 
paid,” he said. 

He reiterated Governor Rivers’ 
hope to pay off teachers without 
borrowing money. The state has 
the power to borrow up to $3,000,- 
000 to pay teachers in event of an 
emergency.

explorers, Fridtjof Nansen and Roald Amundsen. Miss Henie’s 
movies have been shown here and were the scenes of small riots, 
as most of the people in the town remember the little girl who 
won her first prize at the age of 11 years‘and who grew up here. 
She was changed a bit when she came back last summer—in 
appearance. She had learned the art of applying lipstick and 
rouge, the latter being a substance not greatly needed or used 
by Norwegian girls. And she wore Hollywood styles. She was 
not high-hat at all and her popularity was augmented. 
SOMETHING OF HER STORY. 

Mr. Anderson kindly supplies the following: 

“She is a very remarkable person in that she began skating 
when she was about 6 years old and at 11 years was entered in 
the European championships. She won 10 world championships 
and at three Olympic games and so, | think, we may say she was 
to figure skating what Bobby Jones was to golf.” 

I nodded in assent. In her own field she comes nearer 
to having duplicated the accomplishments of Bobby 
Jones in his field than has any other athlete. 

“She was trained from 1924 to 1932 by Martin 
Stixrud, a veteran skater who won second place in figure 
skating in the Olympic games of 1920.

Miss Henie is a very intelligent 
girl and she was able, by watching other skaters, to take some 
part of their work and from it develop a brand-new maneuver 
in figure skating.

“She is the only sports personality to receive a medal from 
the King. It was presented last summer. There was some sur- 
prise but, after all, she has done much to promote good will for 
Norway and for Oslo.” 

Mr. Anderson attended the 1932 Olympic games in 
America. He went over for the winter sports which 
were held at Lake Placid. Later he saw the track sports, 
yawning a bit at them. Over here they regard the track 
and field sports, except for the distance running, as be- 
ing a bit dull and unnecessary. It’s all in the point of 
view, I guess. 

Getting back to Miss Henie, for a moment, there is 
the Wilhelm Henie shop here with pictures of Miss 
Henie in the window and ski clothing, fur coats and so 
on, for girls, on sale inside.

Originally, the two had been 
charged with neglecting a minor 


child. The new charge—“cruelty. 


to an infant”’—is more _ serious. 
punishable by two years in jail 
and $500 fine. Miss Harris and her 


father returned to their farm 
home near here, freed on $1,000 
bail each. 

While the brief proceedings 
went on, Alice—called “Brick” by 
friendly nurses at the Fayette 
county home where she is being 
treated—fondled rag dolls and 
ABC blocks. 

Her body is emaciated, humane 
agents charge, from lying in an 
old rocking chair which cradled 
her from birth, and from going 
without proper food or care.

Meat Stuffing Economical 
By RUTH CHAMBERS 


Both economy and _ taste 
served when you use stuffings 
with your meat roasts. The deli- 
cious flavor of the meat is cooked 
into the dressing, which is usually 
given flavor of its own by the ad- 
dition of sage or thyme, a dash of 
cayenne, a little onion or parsley, 


or fruit. 
For roasts on gala occasions, the 


stuffing is especially important. 


But stuffings can be used very ad-. 


vantageously with many economy 
cuts of meat. And of course it Is 
an economy in itself to extend the 
delicious meat flavor in this fash- 
ion. 

Remove Bone to Make Pocket. 

When the bone is removed from 
certain cuts of meat, a bread dress- 
ing may be placed in the cavity. 
For instance, there is the cushion 
style pork roast, which is the 
square cut picnic shoulder with 
the bones removed and three sides 
of the cut sewed up. There is also 
a cushion style shoulder of lamb. 

When the bone is removed from

HEALTH TALKS 


By DR. WILLIAM BRADY. 


NEURITIS IS A LARGE ORDER. 
For that matter it seems to me 
that in these parlous times there 
is much less inflammatory rheu- 
matism than we used to see when 
I elevated the standing of medi- 
cine by entering the profession. 
You know what I mean—acute in- 
fectious arthritis, rheumatic fever. 
If my impression is correct, I’m 
ready and eager to rush forward 
with a plausible explanation for 
lowered incidence (as doctors 
say) of rheumatic fever. Maybe 
I’d better tell you, whether you 
want tq know or not. I think it 
would be a logical consequence 
of increasing popular understand- 
ing of the communicability of 
alleged “‘colds,” simple sore throat, 
tonsilitis, quinsy, pharyngitis, la- 
ryngitis, grippe or what do you 
call it. The more certain any one 
is that such indispositions or ill- 
nesses are communicable in their 
early stages (before the victim 
feels sick enough to remain at 
home or to go to bed) the more 
care he is going to take, if he 
knows how, to avoid catching the 
alleged “cold.” Right here if our 
space were not strictly limited, 
I’d like to pound home once more 
the principle of conversational 
spray infection. But it might make 
unpleasant reading for women, 
children and the politicians who 
administer public health. 

Neuritis is not especially relat- 
ed with “rheumatism” but mérits 
consideration here because it has 
had“a vogue and is cultivated as a 
fad by some doctors and laymen. 

Neuritis is inflammation of 
nerve. One nerve alone may be 
affected, say the great sciatic 
nerve behind the hip and extend- 
ing down the back of the leg; or 
the optic nerve, the nerve of vis- 
ion. Or many nerves may be af- 
fected, as in the multiple neuritis 
or polyneuritis of beriberi, alco- 
holism, chronic arsenic poisoning, 
nutritional deficiency in preg- 
nancy. These are instances of gen- 
uine neuritis. 

The affection of “neuritis” by 
the idle rich, the parasitic rela- 
tives or dependents of men who 
get too much pay or have too large 


an income, is generally not neu- 
ritis at all, but some real or imag- 
inary ache, pain or weakness the 
parasite cultivates just to cover his 


or her imposition. Nor is an ache - 


or pain which is here today and 
gone tomorrow or bewilderingly 
unsettled, jumping from place to 
place to suit the exigencies, gen- 
uine neuritis—it is generally just 
a faint twinge of conscience. 
Mind, now, I do not mean to im- 
ply that nobody ever suffers from 
a real pain in one spot today and 
another pain elsewhere another 
day; there are plenty of sure- 
enough maladies that might so 
manifest themselves. 

By the way, sciatica or “sciatic 
rheumatism” as the old-timers 
called it, is always either inflam- 
mation of the sciatic nerve (sci- 
atic neuritis) or pain in the nerve 
(sciatic neuralgia) from pressure 
upon or irritation of the nerve at 
some point in its course from the 
lower part of spinal cord down the 
length of the leg. Accordingly, 
there is no specific remedy or 
treatment for sciatica apart from 
the proper treatment of neuritis 
or neuralgia, whichever it may be. 
Certainly there is no reason to 
imagine acids in food, or food 
leaving acid ash, has anything to 
do with sciatica. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 
Heart Beat. 

Why it is that sometimes I can 
see my heart beat through my 
clothes? How can a person tell if 
he has high blood pressure? (L.J.) 

Answer—Normal heart beat 
may be visible through the cloth- 
ing sometimes, Person can’t tell— 
only physician can determine what 
the blood pressure is by measur- 
ing it with sphygmomanometer 
in the routine physical examina- 
tion. Silly to worry about such 
things. Break down and treat 
yourself to a regular physical 
examination, a health examination 
or periodic check-up. If you report 
to the same physician for this each 
year, the data become more valu- 
able as the years roll on; and the 
doctor’s advice will keep you well 
if you follow it.

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WILD ANIMALS OF CEYLON. 

When a Buddhist told me that 
he believed it wrong to kill an 
insect, even a mosquito, I thought 
of all the harm mosquitoes have 
done. Certain kinds have spread 
malaria and yellow fever, and 


have caused many deaths. 

“What if a mosquito were going 
to bite you, and make you so sick 
you would die,” I said to the Bud- 
dhist, “wouldn’t you think it right 
to kill it?” 


Ceylonese charming cobras. 


“If someone came to kill me,” 
he replied with a smile, “I would 
say, ‘All right! Thank you!’ to 
him.” 

“Have you ever seen a cobra 
in the jungle?” I asked the same 
man. 

“Yes, one day I got close to a 
cobra before I saw it.”

“I ran away as fast as I could 
From that little event, I judge 
that my Buddhist friend really 
does not want to die very soon. 
The cobra is one of the world’s 
deadly snakes. It is fairly com- 
mon in some parts of Ceylon, as 
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well as in India. Now and then 


we may see a native who “charms” 
cobras, but most persons would 
not care for his job. 

Another deadly snake of Ceylon 
is the python. It does not have 
a poisonous bite, but it can crush 
a large animal or a human being 
to death. Some Ceylon pythons 
grow to a length of 20 or 22 feet. 

Among the other wild animals 
on this island are leopards, pan- 
thers, bears, deer, wild boars, 
crocodiles and jackals. The birds 
include crows, cuckoos, weaver 
birds, pelicans, hornbills, hoopoos, 
orioles, kingfishers and flamingos. 

The leopards seldom turn into 
“man-eaters,” but one near Puna- 
ni, Ceylon, is said to have killed 
15 people before it was shot by 
a farmer. The bears also are dan- 
gerous. They are not of great 
size, but they have long, sharp 
claws, and sometimes attack men 
who wander into the wilds. 

The sambur deer is the largest 
on the island, and reaches a 
weight of more than 400 pounds. 

Many Ceylon homes have attics 
or lofts with ratsnakes in them. 
These snakes kill large numbers 
of rats and mice. When chasing 
their victims, or struggling with 
them at night they may make so 
much noise that people below can- 
not sleep. ; 

The snake-killing mongoose is 
another Ceylon animal. It is not 
afraid to attack a cobra, and it 
also pursues the poisonous “tic 
polonga.”

Conferences be- 
gan here between United States 
Steel and union representatives on 
renewal of the present wage con- 
tract which expires February 28, 
and there were rumors the com- 
pany would not insist on a pay 
reduction at this time. 

Motors were also rather sickly 
from the start, notwithstanding 
predictions of a moderate gain in 
output this week and an improve- 
ed situation in the used car mar- 
ket. After the close General Mo- 
tors directors confirmed previous 
forecasts by declaring a 25-cent 
dividend on the common, the same 
amount disbursed in the first 
quarter last year. 

American Telephone flopped at 
the beginning, came back for a 
time, and slipped again at the last, 
losing a point net at 133 1-8. The 
company reported 1937 net oper- 
ating income was some $7,000,000 
under that of the year before.

NEW YORK, Feb. 7—On_ the 
surface, there is no change in the 
prevailing Wall Street attitude 
toward the markets or toward the 
business outlook. There is the 
same feeling with regard to se- 
curities and of uncertainty abdut 
industrial prospects. 

As to the markets, the feeling is 
natural enough. For one thing, the 
brokerage business itself remains 
depressed. Last week, stock trans- 


actions on the big board were a lit- 
tle under 4,400,000 shares, com- 
pared with over 14,400,000 shares 
in the corresponding week a year 
ago. Trading in bonds makes a 
similar showing. The par value of 
all bonds traded in for the week 
ending February 5, 1938, was a lit- 
tle less than $36,000,000, which 
compares with almost $73,000,000 
for the same period in 1937. 

Such a heavy reduction means, 
of course, a corresponding loss in 
commissions, or nearly that, the 
scale of charges having been rais- 
ed somewhat. No businessman 
feels cheerful when his income is 
approaching the vanishing point. 
As it stands, the brokerage house 
which is covering overhead is the 
exception. 


Recent Stock Rally. 

True, stocks staged a rally last 
week, but it was not a very im- 
pressive one, and some recovery 
was to have been expected after 
so severe a decline in January. 
There was no constructive busi- 
ness news, or none that attracted 
attention. The nearest thing to it 
was the surprising outcome of the 
meeting of the small businessmen 
in Washington, but, so far, even 
that has produced no results.

It would seem that, for those 
who have held on to their stocks 
all through the decline, this is not 
the time to liquidate. This is not 
to say that new commitments are 
advisable, for they could well be 
postponed until the market itself 
shows the way. On the other hand, 
at this level, prices have probably 
discounted much of what has hap- 
pened. 

Fourth-quarter reports as they 
come to hand are bound to be dis- 
mal reading for stockholders and 
dividend reductions are likely in 
many cases, but the market has 
already taken that into account.

CHIANG 10 DIRECT 
CHINESE FORCES 


Nipponese Commander Or- 
ders Subordinates To Halt 
Breaches of Discipline. 


HONGKONG, Feb. 8.—(Tues- 
day.) — (UP) — Chinese reports 
from Amoy said today that the 
Japanese blockading fleet there 
had warned the Chinese author- 
ities that unless the city is sur- 
rendered it would be destroyed 
by Japanese airplanes.

| Great Base at Guam. 
| Plans are being developed, 
‘moreover, for establishing a great
